• THE STUDENT COUNCIL last week tabled a' motion 
proposing a revision of the system of assigning dates on 
the yearly student activities calendar. 

The three-part motion proposes that the Inter-fraternity 
Sing and Prom be moved to the fall, and that one of the - __ 

following danCes-PtKa’s Shipwreck ball, HtUel’s Ball O’ Fire most a thousand years ago, yet their names are 
and the Newman club’s Celebrity Capers — be held in the fall 
on a three-year rotational basis. The motion also suggests 
that non-conflicting school dances— those given by the Law 
School, Medical School, Engineering School, etc.— be sched- 
uled for the same night, by the school representatives in 
conference,, so as to' leave a few extra weekend evenings 
open for other important University events. " \ 

At present both the Panhellenic Sing and Prom and 
the IFC Sing and Prom come in the spring, usually within 
a week or two of each other. If one of these two-affair 
weekends could- be moved to the fall, possibly more interest 
could be generated for them. Since the sororities hold their 
pledge formals in the fall and the majority of fraternities 
give their big dances in the spring, the most logical choice 
is to move the IFC Sing and Prom to the fall. Greek Week 
itself, with all its fraternity workshops, meetings, etc., could 
still be held in the spring. 

By transposing the IFC Prom and one all-University 
dance to the fall . semester, the over-crowded condition of 
the spring dance calendar would be somewhat relieved. At 
present the spring semester includes the Newman club’s 
Celebrity Capers, the Winter Weekend ball, Hillel’s Ball O’

• THE TOPIC OF Dean Elmer Kayser’s speech for the Mortar Board Lisner Lecture on 
March 12 will be, ’’The Big Three— A Study in Leadership.” ...... 

But who are the big three! The Big Three made their fqme in the annals of history al- 

still familiar to us today. Who are they, 
and what is their significance? Caius Julius Caesar, M arcus Licinius Crassus, and Cneiua 
Pompeius Magnus Pompey. 

Dean Kayser, Dean of Uni- 
versity Students, whose inter- 
est in history began at the 
i of six when he started 
reidtng formal histories of the 
Boer War, maintains that history 
is the basis of a liberal arts edu- 
cation. 

"History it the whole human 
ttory. It deals with all men and 
all interest! of all*men. It is not 
enough just to study wars an/ 
laws, Tor tKifc is taking only a 
partial view. It is necessary to 
study men and their ideas so as 
to find as many different expres- 
sions as possible." 

The classics and ancient his- 
tory have always held a special 
fascination for Dean Kayser, aa 
is demonstrated by the bust of 
Cicero in his office. He feels they 
still have an important message 
to give to us in the twentieth cen- 
tury. It is beneficial to develop the 
view of men as they saw events' 


strove for power; none of them 
got it; all died violent deaths. 
What then was the trouble with 
their leadership and what lesson 
can we gain today from their ex-

Education and its improvement 
has been the vocation of Dean 
Kayser all through his life. "I wa* 
probably designed for the clergy ,’L 
he laughs, "hut in education I 
have found a rflore effective field 
of ministry."
